Your blast can be.good--or
bad. Looking at the matter in
reverse order, it can be bad if
it arouses the ire of those in-
volved and' the whole thing ex-
plodes into an atom bomb of
friction, controversy and confu-
sion. ‘It can be od if the
wholesome intent behind that in-
teresting article sparkplugs the
city fathers and their supports
for an airport into galvanic ac-
tion to gather all the facts on
hand, analyze same carefully, re-
load their guns with new, live
ammunition, prepare an intelli-
gent presentation setting forth
the city’s seriousness of intent
and willingness to support such
a_venture based upon the con-
venience and necessity of the
airport to. serve the.public. and
aviation in a better way than
they are now. being served un-
der the present’ arrangements.

It is hard to believe that only
a little over a year ago’ we
were at war with these people.
To all indications, they would
not even argue, much less put
up such terrific struggle. In my
present position, I meet both
the contragtor, the merchant
and the working  class. They
are all very cooperative, ready
and willing to do anything we
ask.

Japan®‘is- not the Japan. of
old. Although they maintain a
lot of their old customs, there
is @ definite trend toward
American ways and ideas. Ohe
still sees the white uniformed
policeman on_most of the main
intersections, directing traffic by
using his arms and an odd
sounding, high pitched whistle.
Most of the main stréets here
in Tokyo and Yokohama, have
a street car line, but in most
cases it is. very much the worse
for wear.
